1980 (40 of 1^80) and in 
supercession of Punjab & Sind Bank of India Officer Emplo¬ 
yees (Acceptance of job in Private Sector Concerns after retire¬ 
ment) Regulation 1984, as ammended in 1995, the Board 
of Directors of the Punjab & Sind Bank in consultation with 
the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous approval of 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Regula¬ 
tions, namely :— 


SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT 

(1) These Regulations may be called Punjab & Sind Bank 
Officer Employees (Acceptance of Jobs in Private Sector 
Concerns after Retirement) Regulations, 2000. 

(2) These Regulations shall come into force from the 
date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. APPLICATION 

These Regulations shall apply to all Officer Employees of 
the bank except :— 

(i) Chairman of the bank; 

(ii) Managing Director of the bank; 

(iii) Whole time Director, if any; 

(iv) Officer Employees covered under Bank’s 
(Employees) Pension Regulation, 1995; 

(v) Those who are in casual employment or paid from 
contingency; 


(vi) The Award Staff; 


(vii) Officers on contract. 


DEFINITION :— 

In these Regulations unless the context otherwise requi¬ 


res:— 


(a) ‘Bank’ means Punjab & Sind Bank; 

(t>) ’Board’ means the Board of Directors of the Punjab 
& Sind Bank; 


(c) ‘Competent Authority’ 
wered by the Board 

regulations; 


means the authority empo* 
for the purpose at these 


(d) ‘Employment in private concerns’ meant 


(i) an employment in any capacity including that 
of an agent, under a company (including a 


(ii) setting up practice, either independently 
or as a partner of a firm, as adviser or con¬ 
sultant in matters in respect which the 
person :— 

(a) has not professional qualification . and the 

> matters in respect of. which the practice 

is to be set up or is carried on are renta¬ 
ble to his official knowledge or experie¬ 
nce, or 

(b) has professional qualifications but the 
matters in respect of which such practice 
is to be set up are likely to give his clients 
an unfair advantage by reason of his 
previous official position, or 

(c) has to undertake work involving liasion 
or contact with offices or officers of thy 
bank. 

Explanation :— For the purpose of this clause, the ex¬ 
pression “employment under a co-operative society” includes 
the holding of any office, whether elective or otherwise, 
such as that of President, Chairman. Manager, Secretary, 
Treasurer and the like by whatever name called in such 
society. 


(e) 'Officer employee’ means a person who 
has held a supervisory, administrative or 
managerial post in the bank or any other 
person who was appointed and/or has 
functioned as an officer of the bank at 
the time of his retirement by whatever 
designation called. 

4. ACCEPTANCE OF EMPLOYMENT AFTER RETIRE¬ 
MENT :— 

( 1 ) if a person who immediately before his retirement was 
holding the post of an officer employee and wishes to 
aceept any job in private concern before the expiry of two 
years from the date of his retirement, he shall obtain the 
previous sanction of the bank to such acceptance. 

■“(2) Subject to the provision of sub regulation (3), the 
bank may by order in writing, on the application by a per¬ 
son. grant, subject to such conditions, if any, as it may 
deem necessary, permission, or refuse, for reasons to be 
recorded in the order, permission to such perron to take up 
the job ifi private concern specified in the application. 

(3) In granting or refusing permission under sub regula¬ 
tion (2) to a person for taking up any commercial employ- 
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invent the bank shall have regard the following factors, 
namely :— 

(a) the nature of the employment proposed to be taken 
up and the antecedents of the employer; 

(b) whether his duties in the employment which he 
proposes to take up might be such as to bring into 
conflict with the bank; 

(c) whether the officer employee while in service had 
any such dealing with the employer under whom 
he proposes to take employment as it might afford 
a reasonable basis for the suspicion that such per¬ 
son had shown favours to such employer; 

(d) whether the duties of the commercial employment 
proposed involve liasion or contact work with 
bank; 

(e) whether his commercial duties will be such that 
his previous official position or knowledge or ex¬ 
perience under bank could be used to give the 
proposed employer an unfair advantage; 

(f) the emoluments offered by the proposed employer: 
and 

(g) any other relevant factor. 


(4) Where within a period of sixty days of the date of 
receipt of an application under sub-regulation (2), the bank 
does not refuse to grant the permission applied for or does 
not communicate the refusal to the applicant, the bank shall 
be deemed to have granted the permission applied for; 

Provided that in any case where defective or insufficient 
information is furnished by the applicant and it becomes 
necessary for the bank to seek further clarification or infor¬ 
mation from him, the period of sixty days shall be counted 
from date on which the defects have been removed or com¬ 
plete information has been furnished by the applicant. 

(5) Where the bank grants the permission applied for 
subject to any conditions or refuses such permission, the 
applicant may, within thirty days of the receipt of the 
order of the bank to that effect, make a representation 
against any such condition or refusal and the bank may 
such orders thereon as it deems fit; 

Provided that no order other than an order canceling 
such condition or granting such permission without any 
conditions shall be made under this sub regulation without 
giving the person making representation an opportunity to 
show cause against the order proposed to be made. 

(6) Every order passed by the bank under this Regula¬ 
tion shall be communicated to the person concerned.

AND WHEREAS no objections and suggestions were re¬ 
ceived from the public by the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road 
within the expiry of the said period of sixty days; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the said 
Act, the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road, with the previous 
approval of the Central Government, hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing bye-laws, namely :— 

1. (1) These bye-laws may be called the Dehu Road Can¬

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Dehu Road Cantonment (Non-Refundable Oc¬ 
troi) Bye-laws, 1975:— 

(a) in bye-law 10,— 

(i) in clause (a), for the words and figure "Transit pass 
fee of Re. 0.50", the words and figure "Transit pass 
fee of Rs. 5.00" shall be substituted and for the 
words "without escort", the words "with refund¬ 
able deposit equivalent to octroi amount" shall be 
substituted; 

(ii) in clause (d), the words "under escort" and "under 
escort provided by the octroi officer" shall be omit¬ 
ted, for the words and figure "Fee of Rs. 2.00", the 
words and figure "Fee of Rs. 20.00" shall be sub¬ 
stituted, and for the word "escort”, the word "offi¬ 
cials" shall be substituted; 

(b) in form No. IV, for the words "without Escort", wher¬ 
ever they occur, the words "with refundable deposit 
equivalent to octroi amount" shall be substituted; 

(c) in Form No. V, for the words "without an escort", the 
words "with refundable deposit equivalent to octroi 
amount" shall be substituted and for the words and 
figure "Re. 0.50", the words and figure "Rs. 
5.00"shall be substituted; 


(d) in Form No. VI, for the words "with Escort”, wher¬ 
ever they occur, the words "with Transit Pass" shall 
be substituted; 

(e) in Form No. VII, for the words "Written permission 
with Escort" the words "Written permission with 
Transit Pass" shall be substituted, for the words and 
figure "Rs. 2.00 (Rupees two only)", the words and 
figure "Rs. 20.00 (Rupees twenty only)" shall be 
substituted, for the words "Receipt for written per¬ 
mission with Escort", the words "Receipt for writ¬ 
ten permission with Transit Pass" shall be substi¬ 
tuted and for the words and figure "Received Rs. 
21 - as written permission fees", the words and fig¬ 
ures "Received Rs. 20/- as transit fees" shall be sub¬ 
stituted; 

(f) In Order No. 16 of the Dehuroad Cantonment Oc¬ 
troi standing orders:— 

(i) in sub-order (3), for the word and figure "Rs. 2.00", 
the word and figure "Rs. 20.00" shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(ii) in sub-order (4), the words "in company of the 
escort provided by the octroi officer" shall be omit¬ 
ted; 

(iii) in sub-order (6), clause (c), the words "in company 
of the escort" shall be omitted; 

(iv) in sub-order (8), for the words "escort fee", the 
wordss "transit fee" shall be substituted; 

(v) in sub- order (8), clause (d) and clause (e), for the 
word and figure "Re. 0.50", wherever they occur, 
the word and figure "Rs. 5.00" shall be substituted; 

(vi) in sub-order (9), for the words "Board Escort", the 
word "deposit” shall be substituted; 

(vii) in sub-order (9), clause (a), for the word and figure 
"Re. 0.50", the word and figure "Rs. 5.00" shall be 
substituted; 

(g) in Form No. XIII, for the word and.figure "Re. 0.50", 
wherever they occur, the word and figure "Rs. 5.00" 
shall be substituted; 

(h) in Schedule 'D', in item No. (b), sub-item (2), for the 
words "Chemicals used as fertilizers such as nitrate 
etc., imported for agricultural purposes and certified 
as such by an officer of the Agricultural Department" 
the word "Chemicals used as fertilizers such as ni¬ 
trate etc., imported for actual use in agricultural pur¬ 
pose and for sale to farmers" shall be substituted.
